And for Cartell; there can 
bee no better Becfe nor Mutton, then ours : Now tor 
Fowle, both Land and water Fowle-: there are inouc 
heathes,woodes andfecns, I thinkeas good andas great 
yarictiewith vs as any where : bur it may be, far terchr 
and'deere bought is good for Ladies, and it you hauc 
hiron a little monſter, as a Camclion,oran Indian Flic, 
irmay bee, ifyou can vic — ſooles 
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may giue you money for the fight ofit: now for Minc- 
ralls,how much money ſocuer you found in the coun- 
try,I feare you haue brought buralittle out of it, and 
therfore for theſe notes, I think for any profit you made 
of your trauaile,you had bin as good a taricd at home: 
Nowfor the people, thinke,they arc as we are in ſhape 
though by ſome of thoſe outlandiſh, they miſhape the- 
ſclues in their apparel, I know notwhar to ſay to them, 
bur,ifrhe mT be rich,it is ike they will keepe their mo- 
ny,and if poore,they will either begge,chear, or ſteale, 
and ſoliue as long as they can : andior rhe women, if 
they. bee faire , they kuowe what to make of their 
beautic ,and.if Fowle, how to make of their money. .. 
Olde Folkes cantell howe to gouctac Children, and 

outhes will play the wagges, it it bec with their owne 

athers-: for Boycs (God ſend them Grace)had neuer 
more witte then they hauc now a daics. Now for 
the Goucrnours , where there are manye, it is 
ſtrange if there beenor one wiſe, and if thereſt will 
obſcrue good notes ,. their wittes may prooucnere 
the worſe : now if there bee manic wile , it will trou- 
ble one wit too much to take notice of them all: and 
therefore Sonne , though a little expence of money 
haue bought thee alideexperience , and the varictic
